Statement of service & for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

The 38th Battalion of the Central Reserve Police was 
deployed In the Jampui Hills on the border of Tripura and 
Mizo Hills. On the 29th October, 1968, Information was 
received in the Central Reserve Police Post at Chamanu that 
about 150 hostile® armed with bren-guns, grenade-firing, rifles, 
L.M.Gs., had entered from Chittagong area of East Pakistan 
and were moving in the vicinity of the Post. On the morn- 
ing of the 30th October, 1968, the hostiles launched an attack 
on the Central Reserve Police Post. They started heavy flro 
from two different directions with 3.5" rockets, mortars, 
grenade-firing, rifles etc. Undaunted by the heavy firing, and 
the small number of men available In the post, the Central 
Reserve Police Post launched a counter attack on the hostfles 
under the command of Shrl S. K. Madan. The encounter 
lasted for 3 hours. During the course of encounter, Shrl 
S. K, Madan encouraged his men to face the attack boldly 
and crawled from bunker to bunker to see that everybody 
was doing his duty properly without regard for the rain of 
rockets and bullets. Shrl Ram Dharl Pandey who was In 
charge of L.M.G. In No 1 bunker of the Post fired his L.M.G. 
Vigorously and prevented the enemy from making any head- 
way towards the Post. Even though a 3 J" rocket fell near 
his bunker resulting In the death of Constable Ram Nagina 
Yadav and collapse of the entire roof of the bunker, Shri 
Pandey held his L.M.G. and kept the enemy at bay, Shrl 
Lakhan Lai was incharge of the rifle group positioned in 
trenches on both sides of the bunker. He encouraged the 
men and also went on firing from his rifle. He was Injured 
In the ear by a snlinter from a rocket but he remained un- 
deterred and continued firing. Shri Ram Nagfna Yadav was 
also incharge of a rifle group In a trench near the bunker. 
He not only fired from his rifle but also assisted In filling up 
the magazines of the L M G, He continued to do both the 
jobs in soite of heavv fire until he was serlous’y Injured with 
the Splinters of a 3.5" rocket, the Impact of which also broke 
hjs rifle Into two pieces, He later succumbed to his Injuries.

— The Government of ImSa have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the port of Mormugao for 
the year 1968-69. The noteworthy features of the Report are 
reviewed below : — 

(1) Financial position : 

The total revenue of the port Of Mormugao during the 
year 1968-69 was Rs. 221.54 lakhs (including the receipts 
from Pilotage) as against Rs. 225.37 lakhs during 1967-68. 
The decrease In income was mainly due to decreased earn- 
ings from demurrage on imports, Port dues, cranage dredger 
and Railway earning* which were partially offset by increases 
in earnings from wharf Dues, Lease & shed rent and interest. 

The expenditure during the year under review was Rs. 147.45 
lakhs as compared to Rs. 135,99 lakh* during 1967-68, The 
increase in expenditure was mainly due to Increase la the 
cost of repairs, maintenance and operating expenses of the 
Port and increase in depredation on the assets. 

(2) Traffic: 

The traffic handled at the Port during the year 1968-69 
totalled 8,778,884 tonnes, which ia the highest so far recorded 
in the history of the Port, as against 8,131,787 tonnes during

— The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Visakhapatnam Port tot 
the year 1968-69. The following are the noteworthy features 
of the Report : 

1. Financial Results : 

(a) Port Fund : The revenue receipts of the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account) during the year 1968-69, were 
Rs. 664.12 lakhs as compared with Rs. 575.19 lakhs during 
the year 1967-68. The increase in income was mainly due 
to the increase in the import and export trade, particularly 
shipment of ores and upward revision of rates of ground and 
shed rents as well as landing and shipping fees on imports 
and exports and Miscellaneous receipts. 

The expenditure (excluding contribution to Revenue Reacrvc 
and Depreciation Fluids) during the year under review was 
Rs. 463.30 lakhs as against R». 374.27 lakh* in 1967-68. The 
increase was mainly due to higher expenditure on establish- 
ment and increase in maintenance costs. 

(b) Pilotage Account : The groat income and expenditure 
under the Pilotage Account during 1968-69 were Rs, 6.65 
lakhs and Rs. 4.12 lakhs, respectively. 

(c) Reserve Funds : The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the and at the year was 
satisfactory. 

2. Traffic 

(a) Trade : The volume of imports which passed through 
the Port during the year 1968-69 was 26.92 lakh tosses n» 
against 24.14 lakh* tonne* in the previous year. Imports 
consisted mainly of Fertilizer* and other chemical* rood- 
grains, manufactured Iron and Steel, Ship-budding material 
etc. 

The exports during tho year 1968-69 amounted to 54.29 
lakh tonnes as against 40,93 lakh tonne* in the previous 
year.

(b) Shipping : The number of foreign-going vessels, which 
entered the port during 1968-69 was 532 with a total tonnage 
of 35,42,245.

As regardi coastal vessel*, 94 nf 
them with a total tonnage of 4,22,733 visited the port daring 
the year as against 62 with • total tonnage of 2,77,329 dwrng 
1967-68. 

The M. V. "JAGAT VUETA” of length 639MX>"(O.A 
with a gross registered tonnage of 23,452 and S.S. “EASTERN 
CITY” of length 639’-00"(OA) with a gross registered tee- 
nage of 18,620 were the largest vessels to enter tb* port 
during the year. 

3. Labour : 

Except for a few stoppages of work, relations with labour 
continued to be satisfactory during the year 1968-69. 
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4, Capital Works : 

Capital Works of an aggregate value of Rs. 254.53 lakhs 
were carried out during the year including Outer Harbour 
Project. All this expenditure was incurred from the Port’s 
own resources including a loan of Rs. 125 lakhs from the 
Depreciation Reserve Fund. The ancillary works in con- 
nection with the Additional Four Berths Scheme were com- 
pleted. Construction of Road Bridge across the tidal river 
Meghadrigedda was completed and opened for traffic in 
November.
